can only be given to you, by transmitting co¬ 
nies made by some person authorized or requrst- 
id by you or the Sect clary of the Treasury— 
The time and labor necessary for this inode, 
would have prevented our resorting to it at pre¬ 
sent even had you authorize o» to do so, for 
we have believed it would he more cjnsis'ent 
with yon, wishes, that wr should at once re¬ 
port the result of our own labours, leaving you 
to decide, after you shall have her n made ac¬ 
quainted with them, whether auch a more 
minute statement of the Expense Account he 
Tcntaisiic We may add, too, that finding 
the particulars of many expenditures were to 
be ascertained, only b> an investigation of nu¬

A» the Expense Account embraces the vari¬ 
ous expenditures for salaries, making &. issuing 
no t,-s. transportation of specie, buildings,repairs 
taxes on real estate, stationery, printing and 
contingencies of all kinds—it is nrqessarily so 
Urge and intricate, that we deemed it expe¬ 
dient at present to coniine our investigation to 
that portion which embraced expenditures 
calculated to operate on the elections, as they 
seemed to be the objects of inquiry suggested 
by you. All expenditures of this kind, intro 
dll ceil into the Expense Account, & discovered 
by us, we found to he, as far as regnids the in 
•titution in thiacity. embraced under the head 
of Stationery and Printing. 'To it, therefore, 
wo chiefly dirorted our inquiries; and an ex¬ 
amination of that item of the aeeonr,t, for the 
last throe yem. nr.do.ibtedly present circum¬ 
stances wh : eh, in our opinion, fully warrant 
the belief y.m have been led to rntertnin. 

The Expense Account is made up at the end 
of every six months, and submitted with the 
vouchers to the Dividend Committee, for ex¬ 
amination. Commencing with the last six 
months of the year 1929, we find that the sum 
paid 4u Stationery and printing amounted to 
83.765 94, which wo presume to be the noces- 
•ary expense of the institution, umler this item, 
when no extraordinary disbursements arc made. 
During the year 1830, the expenditures in¬ 
creased to 87,131 27 during the first, and $6,- 
Q50 20 during the last half year and ontries 
are made in both, of large sutiis. making togeth¬ 
er about 67,000, paid tor printing and distribu¬ 
ting Mr.M’Duffic’s report and Mr. Gallatin's 
pamphlet. These serin to be the commence¬ 
ment of a system of expenditure which was, 
the next year, immensely increased, and re¬ 
ceived the sanction of tho Board, as appears by 
tlio entries on tlie minutes, and two resolutions 
passed at the close of this ytar and in tho suc¬ 
ceeding spring. 

On the 30th November, 1810, it is stated in 
tho minutes, that "the President submitted to 
the Board a copy of an article on Banks and 
Currency, just published in th" American 
Quarterly Review, of thiacity. containing a fa 
vorahle notice of this institution and suggest¬ 
ed the expediency of making the views of the 
author more extensively known to tho public, 
Ilian they can be by means of tho subscription 
list—whereupon ii was, on motion, Resolved, 
That the President be authorised to take sueli 
measures, in regard lo the circulation of the con¬ 
tent* of the said article, either in whole or in 
part, as he tnay deem most fur the interest of 
tlic Bank.” On the 11 th March, 1831; it a- 
gain appears, by the minutes, that "the Presi¬ 
dent stated to the Board, tbal in consequence 
of the general desire expressed by tlio Direc¬ 
tors, at ono of their meetings of the last year 
subsequent to tho adjournment of Congress, 
and a verbal understanding-with the Board 
measures had been taken by him, in the course 
of that year, for furnishing numerous copies of 
the teports of General Smith and Mr- M-Duflie, 
on the subject of this Dank, *nd fur widely ilia 
seminating their contents, through the U -Stale's: 
and that he has ainco by virtue of tho authori¬ 
ty given him by a resolution of this Board on 
the 30th day of November last, caused a large 
edition of Mr Gallatin’s essay on Banks anil 
Currency to bo published and circulated in like 
manner, at the expense ot the Bank. He sug 
gested, at the same time, the propriety and ex 
pedieney of extending, still nioro widely, i 
knowledge of the concerns of this institution 
by means of tho re-publication of other valua- 
kin articles, which had issued from the daily 
and periodica! press—whereupon it whsonmr 
lion, Resolved, That the President is hereby 
authorized lo canso lo be prepared ami circula 
ted, such documents and papers as may com 
muuicale to the people information in regard lo 
tho nature and operations of the Bank.” 

In pursuance, it is presumed, of these reso 
lotions, the item of stationery and | rinling was 
Increased, during the first half of the year 1831 
to the enormous suin of29.979 dollars 92 cents 
exceeding that of the previous half year of 23 
• 000 dollars, and exceeding the semi annual ex 
ponditure of 1829, upwards-of 26,000 dollars 
The Expease Account itself, as mndo up in 
the book which was submitted to us, contained 
very little information relative to the purlieu 
Ur* of this expenditure, and we were obliged 
In order to obtain them, to lesorl to an inspire 
■tion of the vouchers. Among other sums was 
•one of 7,810 dollars, staled to he paitl on orders 
.of the President, under the resolution of lltli 
March 1831, and the orders themsolves wore 
♦ 4he only vouchers of the expenditure which 
-WS found on tile—some of the orders, to the a- 
jnouul uf «b ot 1,800 dollnrs, slated that tlie

ment the following resolutions, "Resolved, that 
while this hoard repose entire confidence in the 
integrity of the Piesident, they respectfully 
request him tocau6e the particulars of the ex- 
pendilurrs, made under the resolutions of 30th 
November, 1830, and lllh March 1831, to be 
so stated, that the same may be readily submit¬ 
ted to and examined by tlm Board of Diiectors 
and the Stockholders—Resolved, that the 
said resolutions be rescinded, and no further ex¬ 
penditures be made under the same.” This 
an endment met with the same fate as our 
previous resolutions, being rejected by the same 
vote, and the resolution .oflered as a substitute 
was passed.

These, sir, are the circumstances attending 
the best examination we have been able to 
make, in regard lo the matters referred to us, 
by your letter of the 3d instant. Should they 
nut prove sufficiently minute, or our report 
sufficiently explicit, we most infer, from the 
course pursued by the Board when our resolu¬ 
tions were submitted to them, that a more exact 
statement can only bo obtained, by an agent 
directly authorised by the Executive.

Among the specified charges we observe 821 
dollars 79 to Jisper (larding, for printing a re¬ 
view of tho veto; 1371 dollars 4 cents lo E. 

Olms!end. for 4000 copies of Mr. Ewing’* 
speech. Bank Documents, and Review of the 
Veto; 4106 dollars 13 cents to William Fry, 
for 63,000 copies of Mr. Webster's speech, 
Mr. Adams’ and Mr. M Dnflie s re|*irts, and 
the majority and minority reports; 295 dollars 
for 14,000 extras of “tin- Protector,” containing 
Bank Documents: 2583 dollars 30 cents to Mr. 
Riddle, for printing and distributing Rpports. 
Mr. Webster's spereh, &o.; 150 dollars 12 
cents to Mr. Finnall. for printing the. speeches 
of Messrs. Clay, Ewing and Smith, and Mr. 
Adams' report; 1512 dollars 75 cents to Mr. 
Clark, for printing Mr. Webster's speech and 
articles on the Veto; and 2422 dollats 65 cents 
to Nathan Hale, for 52,500 copies ot Mr. W eb¬ 
ster's speech. There is also a charge of 5040 
dollars, paid on orders of the President, staling 
that it is for expenses in measures for protect¬ 
ing the Bank against a run un tho Western 
Branehcs. 

During the first half year of 1833, the item 
of stationery and printing was 9093 dollars 59 
cents, of which 2600 dollars ate stated to have 
been paid on orders of the President, under the 
resolution of 1 lilt Match, 1831. These is al¬ 
so a charge of Messrs. Gales & Seaton of 800 
lollars, for printing the Ucpml of the Ex¬ 
change Committee. 

Having made this examination of tlie Expense 
Account, we worn not only struck with the 
urge sum that had been expended, nndci the 
head of Stationery and printing, in the two 
years to which you refer, but also to the evi¬ 
dent necessity there was, that the accounts 
should he ro stated, as to enable the Directors 
and Stockholders to asceiiain the particular 
sums of money paid, the quantity and names of 
the documents furnished, ami the expenses 
of distribution and jioslage. With this object 
we stated, at (he last meeting of tlielioard, the 
result nf our examination of tlio Expense Ac 
count and submitted the following resolutions: 

"Whereas it appears by the Ex|muse Ac¬ 
counts of the Hank for the years 1931 and 1832 
that upwards of eighty thousand dollars were 
expended and charged under the head of Sta¬ 
tionery and Printing during that Period—that 
a largo pnqrortiun of this was paid to the pro¬ 
prietors of newspapeis amt periodical journals, 
and fur the printing, distribution nnd postage 
of immense numbers uf pamphlets and newspa 
pers—and that ab. nl twenty thousand dollars 
were expended; under the resolutions of 301 h 
November 1930, k lltli March 1931, without 
any account of the manner in which, or the per¬ 
sons to whom the same were oislmrsed. And 
whereas it is expedient and proper, that the 
particulars of an expenditure, so large and un¬ 
usual, which can now bo ascertained only by 
tim examination nf numerous bills and receipts, 
should he so staled as to he readily submitted 
to and examined by the Board of Directors and 
the Slockliul'crs. Therefore, Resolved,’That 
the Cashier furnish to the Board, at as 
early a day as possible, a full and particular 
statement of all these expenditures; designating 
tho sums of money paid to each person, the 
quantity and names of the documents printed 
try him, and his charges fur the distribution ami 
postage of tho same; together with as full a 
statement, as may he, uf the expenditures on 
orders, under the resolution of 30th November 
1.930, mid 11 March 1831. That we ascertain 
whether expenditures uf the samo character 
have been made at any of the offices, and 
so, piueuro similar statements thereof, with 
tbs authority on which they were made. That 
the said resolutions he rescinded, ami no fur 
ther expenditures made umler the san e.” 

These resolutions were posl|Hiued on the mo¬ 
tion of one of the directors, for the purpose o 
introducing a substitute for them, by the vote of 
all present except ourselves &. one other mem¬ 
ber of tho board. Tho resolution substituted 
was as follows: "Resolved that tlm board have 
confidercein the wisdom and integrity of the 
President, and in the propriety of the resolu¬ 
tions of the 30lh November 1830, and 11th 


THE BANK DEPOSITS. 

If the late act of the President in relation 
to the Bnnk of the United State* he 
I'ompnrfM tviln hi* constitutional author¬ 
ity and ihe law of Congress which r rented 
tlie Bank, it will be seen that a more bold 
an'tl violent act nf power never was at¬ 
tempted by tire most despotic rnonareH. 
Henry VIII. bail very little respect for 
his parliament, but heconlrived to get (be 
assent of that body to whatever be chose 
to have done. Our President takes a. 
shorter rotirse; he puls Congress n'| open 
defipnre, and does it hat be pleases in di¬ 
rect opposition lo their derluml will. He 
does not take (tie trouble to compel or 
purstintle them to snnelion the dictates of 
his will, but enforces thrse by his own 
agents and bis own means. r l'he ease 
of the Bs=nl^ Deposits is a ver y clear one 
a ml cannot he covered or palliated by 
any sophistry. It is this;—Bv the char¬ 
ter of the MnuV ills agreed and dectar- 
ed , that the deposits of the money of the 
Ui|itpil Stales shall be made in the said 
Brink, unless the Serretdry of the Trea¬ 
sury shall at any time o’berwise order 
and direct; in which case he it to lay hit 
reasons lor such order and direction 
before Congress. The power->f(Ire Se¬ 
cretary over this subject is rc‘ abso¬ 
lute, but may be used only for stirh 
reasons ns he will be willing; on bis per¬ 
sonal character and official responsibil¬ 
ity, to submit to Congress in justification 
of it. This art ol Congress,— (be Char¬ 
ier of the Bank,—has an obligation be¬ 
yond that of an ordinary act ol legisla¬ 
tion, because it is a contract made by the 
Government with the xtockbjJtlei s nf the 
Bank, for a full ami valuable* ronsidera- 
tion, which may not tie violated without a 
scandalous breach of the public faith. A 
removal of the public money in any other 
way, or by any other powr.r than those 
spec ified in the contract, is a violation of 
the contract anil a breach of’.he public 
faiih. 

We may certainly assume that the rea¬ 
sons for so important an act a- (be remo¬ 
val of the public money from the place 
wherein it had been deposited by the 
order of Congiess anti which are to be 
laid before Congress to justify the repeal 
of that tinier, should be sueli as the Sec¬ 
retary might conscientiously be'ieve 
would be satisfactory to Congress ami 
would justify to them the measure hp 
bad taken. Can it be denied that 
all the reasons—if reasons they can be 
called—which have been urged or sug¬ 
gested for the removal of the deposits, 
were rully distMissetl nt the last session of 
Congress, alter a close examination of 
the condition and prnceding* of the Bank 
by a committee of (lint body, nnd the 
lesull wns'drclared by an overwhelming 
majority, (hat the public money was en¬ 
tirely safe with the Bunk, and ought not 
to be removed? 

Alter the adjournment of Congress, a 
new- Secretary of ti e Treasury was ap¬ 
pointed by Ihe President, and, of course, 
h" was n pei-on who, in the opinion of 
the President, wn* altogether -uitable ami 
worthy lo bn intrusted with all Ihe pow¬ 
ers belonging lo the high office to which 
he. was enlled. One of the most impor¬ 
tant of these powers—and the President 
knew if—was to decide, by his own judg¬ 
ment Sc on hisown responsibility,(beques¬ 
tion w hi ther II e ease had occuri cd which 
requiird of him lo order fc. diiect n remo¬ 
val of the public money from the Bank of 
the United States and whether be bad 
such reasons for <mii nn older as he 
would lay belore Congress to warrant 
it. I lie Srcrclniy deliberately examin¬ 
ed this question, and weighed the rea¬ 
sons which were urged upon him w ith 
all the authority of the Piesideut, with a 
disposition, we may presume, lo conform 
himself lo the wishes of the President, 
it be could da so conscientiously,' and he 
has been unable to (ind such reasons as 
satisfied him Unit he could make the 
order, or as lie would be willing to offer

It is idle to soy that the public depos¬ 
its shall be withdrawn only by order of 
the secretary for such reasons ns be slialt 
deem sufficient; excluding the President 
from any power or participation in the 
act, if be may remove and appoint secre¬ 
taries, without tlie sanction of the Senate, 
until be finds one who will obey him in 
this particular. Certainly, in such case, 
the removal of the money is made by (he 
President and not by ihe Secretary, w ho 
is the mi re agent or instiumenl by which 
be does ihe deed, complying with the let¬ 
ter of the law, and violating its true and 
obvious meaning and spirit. This plan 
of operation removes the money by the 
mere will of the Piesidmt; for’tbe Secre¬ 
tary wl o comes in only for that purpose 
must take such reasons lor it, as llife Pre- 
iilent shall give, him, anil must lay them 
before Congre.s whether they satisfy 
himself or not. 

Nor does Ihe executive power over 
the whole revenue of the country stop 
here. Having taken tlie money front 
the Bank by his mere will, what is to be¬ 
come of it? where is it to go? VVlij 
precisely where be shall please lo put it. 
The act of Congress provides no second 
place of deposit. It is no'v in the bands 
of the President—or of Mr. Taney or of 
A inos Kendall, w bo is the master of both 
of them. bat they will please to do 
with the revenues of these U. States, we 
eannot say, until their high pleasure he de- 
clarid;—but llriit they are at ti e dispos¬ 
al cf these nten nobody can deny.

Mr. Thistle wa- on a visit to Dr. Swear¬ 
ingen's where lie was very kindly received 
hy the Doctor, not the least animosity 
being shewn by him towards Mr. T., but 
tlie Doctor was evidently some what 
deranged in his mind and had evidently 
bren so for several day, saying that some 
person was after h'.m and intended to 
kill him or take him off’ to jail, fie. 
—and on tlie above morning, as Mr 
Thistle stepped to the door to took 
out, Dr. S was in the room, and all of 
a sudden,looking very wild oul of his eyes, 
he said some man was then about the 
house who intended to kill him ft snntch- 
ing down the gun he fired at Mr. T 
whilst standing in the tb'or, the contents' 
of (tie gun entering his back and he fell 
upon the porch. Dr. S. then went into the 
kitchen, and putting his head out of tlie 
window enquired what was the matter. 
Upon being told that he had shot or kil¬ 
led Thistle, he said he vs ould kill himself; 
and he then came out went found a cor¬ 
ner of the house, nnd reloaded the gun. 

11 is father, however, went into the 
yard; and requested him to give him the 
gun, but be rn'useil, unless be would slioot 
him with it,—bis father told him be would 
not do that but would put the gun where 
it ought to be. He still refused and said 
if he was not shot be would be hung — 
His father finding lie roulil not get the 
gun from him walked info tlie house lo the 
aid of young Thistle. In n few minutes 
»fter the report of a gun was heard out¬ 
side the house and upon going out the 
Doctor was found lying on tlie ground 
’ifeless, the load of tlie gun having entered 
Iris left brtast. The manner in which he 
effected his purpose,as related hy his little 
laughter, w-|io was the onlv person who 
witnes-ed (he deed, was by placing the 
but end of the gun on ihe fence, and 
1 olding the muzzle against his tireast 
with one band, with the other, with a 
longstiik, be pushed back the trigger. 
Verdict of the jury, that he came to his 
d 1 affi hy shooting himself. 

Dr. Swearingen has left and amiable 
wife and tine young children. Mr 
Thistle is now lying ut the house ol his 
grandfather, Maj. J. H. Bayard, of Cum¬ 
berland, there are hopes of his recovery, 
but we learnthat'his.piiysician still consid¬ 
ers it doubtful whether lie can survive 
the injury he has received. 

Mr. Thistle is a younger brother of the 
lawyer ot that name, and not the lawyer, 
as slated in some ofthe papers. He had 
just returned from York, where he had 
resided for the last two or three years.

We have been politely favored with 
the following extract of a letter from an 
Amecican gentleman in Constantinople, 
to his friend in this town, dated 
OrlaKoy , Constantinople, June 10 193S 
Wo often wish you were here, to en- 

i 'oy with us this fine scenery, and the de- 
ightful excursions we make around Con 
■tantinople. The whole scenery on the 
Bosphorus, (i. e. the Channel of Constan 
tinople,) the villages, country palaces of 
the Sultan, the verdant hills, groves and 
meadows together with the shipping and 
tens of thousands of little boats with which 
tho whole Bosphorus and the harbor are 
perpetually covered—altogether make 
the place the most lively and delightful 
imaginable. Wc live in a village on the 
west or European side of the Bospho¬ 
rus, about four miles from the city; and 
in passing down and up, as we do al¬ 
most daily, wo pass within a few yards of 
the Sultan’s fleet consisting of upwards 
of 30 fine looking ships, among which 
are 3 three deckers, 4 or 5 seventy fours 
6 or 8 frigates; and the rest corvettes, 
cutters, 8cc. This fleet makes a fine 
appearance; but it is in fact almost use* 
less,for the want of men. The Sultan 
finds it impossible to get well disciplined 
sailors, or even undisciplined ones] and 
in case of a conflict with the Egyptian, or 
wny other fleet that is at all fit for ac¬ 
tion, it would unquestionably soon go to 
destruction.

And l remember that 
when at Malta, I visited an English ship 
of war, in company with Mr. Dwight 
andCapt. Smith, and that we were re¬ 
ceived very coldly; nobody but a common 
soldier accompanying us to the various 
parts of the ship. 

When we rose to take leave of our 
Russian friends, (he admiral accompa¬ 
nied us upon deck, and requested us to 
wait a few moment# for some rflusic— 
The band was collected, and the first 
tune they played was ‘God save the King’ 
this was something of a blunder, but it 
was intended as a compliment to us as 
Americans. Wo took the will for the 
deed, and felt as much obliged to them as 
it had hem “Hail Columbia;” 
which it should have been. The band 
did not know but the tune they gave us 
was really our national air. The mis¬ 
take amused Mr. Webster, our English 
companion, very much; he said it was 
too good a joke to be forgotten, and (hat 
he must have it down in his note book.

Bnt l must dismiss these speculations 
and give you some account of a visit 
lately madeto the Russian camp,*in com 
pany with .Messrs. Goudeli, Dwight and 
Schauffler, Mr. Chniscad, our Consul 
Beyroo*, and one or two other gentle 
men. Wu had arranged with Capt 
Munro, (an Americsn but an officer 
the Russian service,) that we would jirst 
call upon him on board his ship, &. lie tvaa 
to put us in a way to gain admittance in 
to the camp. We accordingly went from 
one ship to another enquiring for Capt 
M. lie observed us, and immediately 
came out to meet us, 
rowed by ten .men, and very politely 
took us all on board his boat, and went 
with us to the camp. He obtained from 
the General leave for us to pass through 
the camp, without being subjected to the 
usual rcMioATiorr, which visiters under¬ 
go on account of the plague. Capt. M. 
then led us through the camp, and show¬ 
ed us all that we desired to see. The num¬ 
ber of troops is about 15,000. They 
looked exceedingly well and every tiling 
appeared in fine order. 

The officers appeared civil, and rath¬ 
er pleated than otherwise to receive a 
visit from strangers, particularly to, oil 
learning that we were Americans. We 
saw among the soldiers a number of 
Poles, with one of whom Mr. Schauffler

It seems that many ot 
the Polish officers and soldiers after the 
fall of Warsaw, instead of being tent to 
Alberta, were made soldiers in the 
Bpssian army. The sight of these poor 
expatriated men, revived those feelings of 
aaoness, with which I first heard of the 
downfall of their noble country.

necessary. I have seen several remark¬ 
able instances of this kind, and similar 
cases are recorded by authors. The first 
case which came under my notice took 
place some years ago, in an infant, from 
whom I had removed a small—very hard 
tumor, which was situated behind the ear. 
No fever or inflammation supervened, & 
after suppuration had been established, 
and the wound was granulating in the 
most healthy manner, the child died sud¬ 
denly of convulsions. On inquiry I found 
that the mother had been thrown into a 
violent fit of passion late at night, and 
that she suckled her infant soon after¬ 
wards, immediately subsequent to which 
the fatal convulsion succeeded. In ano¬ 
ther instance I was sent for in great 
haste to see an infant in a convulsive fit, 
and on inquiry I found (hat the nurse 
who was employed to suckle her infant 
had been guilty of some misconduct for 
which she had been very severely re¬ 
primanded. Soon after this mental agi¬ 
tation the infant was suckled by her, and 
(hat (he occurrence tvns followed by the 
convulsive attack referred to. The late 
Sir Richard Croft, who hud the immedi¬ 
ate case of tiiis child, informed me, that 
he had frequently known similar cases, 
and that all mischief was to be attribut¬ 
ed to the pernicious effects which moral 
excitement produces on the milk of (lie 
nurse an effect with which in some degree 
every one is familiar. Mr. North in his 
treatise on “Convulsions of Infants,” 
makes allusion to this circumstance, and 
has mentioned, examples of it. Ever 
since the occurrence of the cases now 
mentioned. I have considered it of 
great importance to arrange previous to 
an operation on an infant, how the nurs¬ 
ing was afterwards to be conducted, and 
have taken care that neither the mother

The boat reeled and shuddered under 
the force of the shock, and it seemed, 
from the grating sounds belo w,that for the 
moment, the force of the explosion had 
driven her against the bottom of the riv¬ 
er. Our informant states, as soon 
as he could gain consciousness e 
nough, he sprang from his berth, having 
most of his clothes previously on, and 
found the enrpetted nubin floor alive with 
burning cinders trom the furnaces and 
hot water from the boilers. Everv 
thing was confused and terrifying. He 
groped his way in the dark among the 
ruins of the staircase and soon found 
himself on the upper deck. What « 
scene of horror and consternation pre 
sented itself/ The night was dark and 
tempestuous, and the deck of (he boat 
seen by one dim light, presented a con¬ 
fused mass of ruins. The wheel bouses 
were torn off, the boilers nml machinery 
scattered in fragments, and the ladies’ 
cabin broken and blasted almost in pie¬ 
ces! Around him lay nearly thirty men 
w otnen and children burnt, lacerated 
and scalded, covered with blood and 
black as negroes, some uttering the most 
piercing shrieks ami heart-rending cries 
for assistance, ant! others in the noise 
less, hut convulsive throes 
of death. 

All was confusion and dismay among 
the passengers, who could render but lit¬ 
tle assistance to the poor surviving suf¬ 
ferers. It was now about three o’clock 
and as day light came the horrors 
of the scene more fully develop¬ 
ed themselves. The deck was lit¬ 

erally a scene of blood and carnage. 
TIib unfortunate females suffered terri¬ 
bly. Tho whole force of the explosion, 
fragmeht* of Ihe boilers, steam nnd hot 
water, sepmpd (o have expended them¬ 
selves on (lie inmates of the ladies’ cabin- 
When their clothes were carefully remov- 
from the skin nnd even flesh followed, St 
it was torturing lo humanity even at¬ 
tempting to soltpn or relieve their suffer¬ 
ings. Some were terribly bruised, nnd 
had their limbs broken, whilst other* 
burnt and scalded that death 
threo hideous.
